If I, had 
no root-cutter, I think I would chop 
the apples coarsely in a largo plank 
\f\, using a sharp spade to chop them 
tMth, or arrange the manger some-

FEEDING AITLKS TO COWS. 
Illustrated, He says: ‘If a pair of 
posts or stakes be firmly set in the 
ground or mude fast to the floor like a 
pair of stanchions, Just far enough 
apart to admit a cow’s neck, and a 
hole be bored Just high entmgh so that 
a pin put through will prevent the ani¬ 
mal raising her head quite level, It will 
Ik* impossible for the apples to roll 
down Into the throat and choke her. 
The Haim* apparatus will prevent ani¬ 
mals choking when eating potatoes or 
any other food. What makes the ani¬ 
mal choke is raising the bead so high

For these reasons It 
has been found in practice that It i* 
well to have a few cows in the herd 
coming fresh every month In the you, 
as their milk greatly Improve* the 
flavor. 

(3) The proper care of the milk as 
soon as drawn from the cow, eare t>n- 
ing taken to rigidly exclude it a* *oon 


Ir practiced, it must be kept In «>uie 
water or air, and the cream must be 
equally well guarded. 

(4) The final step *takon Is in the 
ripening of the cream. To produce the 
finest market flavor, the cream must 
pass through a process of lactic fer¬ 
mentation, as well as bacterial develop¬ 
ment, all of which acts on the casein 
or cheese element in the cream, and 
if carried to perfection leaves tfie 
tight flavor In the butter fat. 


How t) Make Taper Flower Tots. 

A serviceable and yet Inexpensive de¬ 
vice, so simple that the gardeners’ chil¬ 
dren can make it, Is the paper flower¬ 
pot, especially designed for seedlings. 



MAKING PAPER FLOWER POTS. 


On a piece of stiff paper draw two con¬ 
centric circles of six and three inches 
radius respectively, and cut out a por¬ 
tion of the ring thus formed, about 
eight Inches long and of the shape of 
the upper diagram in tfTo Illustration. 
Using this as a pattern cut as many 
like forms from stiff mantll*. paper as 
may he desired. On opposite margins, 
and about five-eights of an inch from 
each end, cut radially half way across 
the strips, as shown by the lines a b 
In the diagram. Now coll the strips 
and slip th£ ends together along the 
cut lines and the^!ower-pot is complete 
as shown In the lower sketch. When 
the seedlings or cutting have been 
placed in these pots, they should be 
plunged -into sand or noil until ready 
to be shifted to larger pots or to be 
transplanted. The plant may then be 
readily removed without disturbing the 
roots by simply tearing off the pr> ject- 
Ing strip s. and the paper unwrapped 
from the soil. These paper pot:* can 
also be used to great advantage In 
Htarilng young strawberry plants.— 
American Agriculturist.

THE >UYOB’S ADDUE9H. 

Gentlemen,—W e believe every member 
of this oouncil ie drsinus of doing what is 
be«t for the prosperity of Napanee. The 
important question is in what direction 
does the proeperihy of the town lie ? 

Although we have good water power and 
shipping facilities by rail and water, it 
doe* not appear that we have much reason 
to hope to become a large manufacturing 
town. The corporation haa done consider 
able in the way of encouraging manufactur¬ 
ing industries, with* varying success ; but 
we think any more bonuses is out of the 
question. If additional manufactures are 
established htre it shoold be because the 
existing and prospective advantages are 
such as to make them profitable. We 
thing our prosperity lies chiefly io three 
directions. 

First, as a commercial centre of & 
magnificent agricultural country. Our mer¬ 
chants and stores arc such as are found in 
very few ploct s outside of the large cities. 
We b&ve enterprising dealers in dairy ana 
other agricultural produce and it should be 
oar policy to favor their operations in every 
possible manner. 

flSeo ndly, as an educational centro, We 
have a large amount invested in sclnols, 
whioh are very justly the pride of every^ 
citizen, and wo should do all we can to 
maintain the high standard we have 
reached and tbrreby attract people to the 
town as transient and permanent residents. 

Thirdly, we may nope to prosper by 
making Napanee a desirable piece to re*ide 
for those who are in no active business, and 
it is in this last direction that we the 
counoil can do most to aid both the mer¬ 
chants and educational interests. We 
should endeavor to make the town healthy, 
oomfortable, beautiful and cheap, that is 
low in taxation eto. 

As to the question of healthiness, we arc 
favored by nature in situation and 
character of soi:.

REGISTERING THE LAYERS. 


A Method by Which the Prolific Eg* 
Mciim Mhv Bo Known. 

No small part of the loss In poultry 
culture comes from rearing and feed¬ 
ing for two- years or more. It may lx?, 
a lot of hens that are Indifferent lay¬ 
ers. Ah poultry culture. Is ordinarily 
conducted, the owner of a flock rarely 
knowH whether he has any really pro¬ 
lific layers, or any that are exceeding¬ 
ly poor. He has no time to watch his 
flock during the day, and can only sco 
at the end of the day how many eggs 
have been laid by a given number of 
liens. In such a case the poor liana are 
\ supported by the good layers. How 
much more profitable would be a flock 
having the Inferior layers all weeded 
out! 

This weeding out must bo done auto¬ 
matically, In most flocks.

His ears are Well 
ret. sensitive and far apart, with a 
well-defined ridge of lx>ne extending 
across the top of the head between 
them. Always feel for this rldgo in 
Judging a horse. The eye should be 
large, clear and bright, with a promi¬ 
nent ridge of bone along the inner or 
upper edge of the socket.

THOUGHT PHOTOGRAPHY HAS BE¬ 
COME THE SCIENTIFIC FAD. 


The Results of Experiments of Ur. Kara- 
due, a* Found In Ills Report to the 
Academy of Medicine, the Baals—

A new fad has seized upon society.

All the plates 
had pictures, but some were positives 
and others were negatives. Twd had 
to be transformed to a lantern-slide 
before they could be printed from. 

The thing was a success, and now 
society has a fad that it will not tire 
of for some time t<^ come. „ 

How is this photography accomplish* 
ed? Dr. Baraduc's explanation Is lhat 
every human being has the -power of 
expressing conscious or unconscious 
thought.exteriorly. He believes that a 
mysterious, Impalpable force resides In 
and emanates from the human body. 
In the sphere formed about us by this 
vital emanation our thoughts create 
forma which the sensitive plate seizes 
upon and retains. The discovery of the 
Roentgen rays was a preparation for 
this statement. Dr. Baraduc has prov¬ 
ed his statement in regard to the ex¬ 
istence of this luminous radiation by 
Itis magnetometers and by photogragh*. 
over 300 of which he reproduced in his 
report read before the Academy of 
Medicine, “The Photography of 
Thought.” The society women must be 
well up in this knowledge and know 
that the magnetometers are small dials 
marked off with 360 degrees. Over the 
surface of each dial n#ves a fine needle 
as carefully balanced and as free as 
possible. The dial is protected from 
all exterior influences by a glass globe. 
Not a breath of air can move the 
hands. These, moreover, are of espe¬ 
cially prepared copper and are not sub¬ 
ject to magnetism. 

The investigator points both hands 
toward tho magnetometers and watches 
what follows. In about two minutes, 
If he or she is of normal temperature, 
he sees the needle nearest his left hand 
move away from zero so far as degree 
5. It is repelled. At the same time 
the needle nearest the right hand is 
attract*# 16 degrees. It moves toward 
the fingers of tho light hand. Tho ex¬ 
istence of the vital force is next de¬ 
monstrated in a more definite manner. 
All light is excluded from the parlor 
or laboratory, and a photographic 
plate is interposed between the hands 
and the magnetometers. Under these 
conditions the nitrate of silver of the 
plate is incapable, according to all pre¬ 
vious experience, of receiving any im¬ 
pression except by actually touching 
some subatance.x It would remain in¬ 
tact for an indefinite period. But here 
Dr. Baraduc’s vital force comes tntj 
play. When the plates arc dcVelopeJ 
in a bath by the members of the 
thought-photography club, it is found 
that the one which was nearest the 
left hand has received one' impression 
and that which was nearest the right 
another. It, therefore, seems that the 
vital force has not only penetrated the 
glass, but ia luminous. 

The photograph proves It. and the 
skeptical may, with the greatest case, 
make tests for themselves. 

Dr. Baraduc calls the vital force 
given out on the left side the "expir ' 
and that attracted on the right side the 
“asplr.” 

Tho experiment has been repeated 300 
times, and in every case the photo- 
praghic plate has shown an impression. 

The members of the club are instruct¬ 
ed that it is to be noted that while 
the left side exerts only five degrees 
of force, the right absorbs fifteen. 
There remains a difference of ten de¬ 
grees accumulated In the system. This, 
according to Dr. Baraduc, Is psychic 
force, which can be exerted on ex¬ 
ternal objects by the will. 

This brings us to- the most important 
part of the experiments. The magneto¬ 
meters are taken away and a society 
man places himself in front of a fresh 
phmotographie plate. He extends his 
hands In the direction of the plate and 
is requested to think of some one par¬ 
ticular thing with all tho energy and 
concentration of mind of which he is 
capable. 

At the end of a period which varies 
from twb minutes to two hours the 
plate is impressed by a sort of lumin¬ 
ous cloud, in which the outlines of cer¬ 
tain objects can be discerned. These 
vary in distinctness, according to the 
character of the thinker, and can only 
be expected to appear when he has 
fixed his mind on some concrete and 
clearly defined subject. 

The kind of thought photograph 
most easy to produce Is a likeness of

NEW PHOTOGRAPHY, 

A Method DUpciiulug With Chemicals 
and the Dark Itoom. 

From Palis, the origin of so many 
art sensations, C 9 mes the news of an 
entirely new or hovel method of pho- 
tograaphy in which chemicals and'the 
dark room are dispensed with and the 
whole process greatly simplified. Artl- 
gue, the noted Parisian artist, Is tho 
patentee of the process. The printing 
paper he uses is covered with a gela- 
tlnuous substance, \Vhich has the pro¬ 
perty of becoming indissoluble IX ex¬ 
posed to light In proportion to the 
amount of light wHIch Is allowed to 
act upon Jt. The sensitized sheet Is 
placed in a printing frame under the 
negative in the usual way, the ex¬ 
posure taking place under artificial 
( -yghi and for a few seconds only. The 
operator has no way of telling when 
the print has been sufficiently exposed, 
experience being the only guide, as the 
picture will not show until develop¬ 
ment. 

The method of bringing out and 
finishing the picture is very curious as 
compared with the old methods. Two 
or three quarts of sawdust are mixed 
Into a fluid mass with a sufficient 
quantity of warm . mr'rtalulnf 

the temperature * about eighty de¬ 
grees Fahrenheit. '..ie exposed print 
is dipped eotd water to make 
.v.t, and Is then fastened by means 
1 gf clamps to a plate of plain glass. A 
portion of the sawdust mixture is then 
poured over the print. The picture 
comes out slowly if the exposure has 
been properly made. If the picture 
appears too fast It is a sign that It 
has been over-exposed, and a cooler 


mixture must be quickly taken and j 
poured over the picture to retard de¬ 
velopment and save It definitely. If 
the picture should came out too slow 
the opopslte process Js observed, rac¬ 
ing the temperature of the sawdust 
mixture as high as elghty-flve degrees. 
When the print Is strong and clear 
enough It Is simply placed In cold 
water to wash off every trace of bi¬ 
chromate, and it may then be Im¬ 
mediately mounted upon cardboard. 
These prints are of a mebow black 
color, and It Is said will never fade or 
deteriorate. The greatest advantage 
in using tills kind ofp^per for printing 
photographs is the fact that no chemi¬ 
cals of any JewrlptJon except the 
bichromate aiY- used. And as paper 
sensitized r.lth bichromate may be 
carried aloiig and used for a long time, 
there is no iurcessity for carrying even • 
that chemical; and the sawdust, of 
course, can be procured anywhere.
